They exceed 
the July imports of a year ago by 
$193,000,000, or 56 per cent, and the 
highest estimate of the rise in average 
prices of goods during the intervening 
i2 months is 16 per cent. This in- 
crease of last month was doubtless 
Made up measurably of goods brought 
in from Europe; the tncrease from 
that quarter in June was far larger 
than in any other month since the 
war. But this can be only part of the 
explanation. Probably we are still 
under the momentum of the forces 
started by the Inflation of trade and 
Prices since the middle of 1914. For 
the seven completed months of 1920

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TROLLEY SERVICE AT COST. 

After more than a year of inquiry, the Federal 
Commission on Electric Railways has submitted to 
the President a report on the condition of urban and 
interurban transportation in the country. 

A Mayor, an ex-Mayor, representatives of state reg- 
ulatory systems, of the trolley companies, of banking 
interests and of the street car men’s unions are among 
the eight members of the board. The fact that men 
entertaining these divers viewpoints adopted the re- 
port unanimously gives unusual weight as well as in- 
terest to the conclusions reached. 

Testimony taken by the commission shows that in 
very many localities street car service is inadequate. 
Among the reasons assigned for this condition are | 
overcapitalization, financial mismanagement, public | 
antagonism, increasing costs of labor and material. 
In addition to these obvious reasons, it is found that 
extensions into unprofitable territory promoted for | 
real estate speculation, failure of employers and em- |

“In 62 B. C. there returned to Rome very 
much as Mr. Wilson returned to us from Paris 
and upon a strikingly similar errand Gnaeus 
Pompeius, known to uw familiarly as Pompey, 
one of the strongest men in Roman*history. He 
had been for some years in the then East bring- 
ing order out of chaos in the Levant and the 
region on to the Euphrates, and he brought 
back with him something comparable to the 
covenant of the League of Nations. We will let 
history tell what happened when he got back. 
The following is a quotation from Fowler’s His- 
tory of Rome: 

* ‘Now in settling this frontier system Pompey 
had, of course, to attend to an infinite number 
of details, and to make decisions, convey priv- 
lleges, negotiate treaties and grant charters, in 
dealing with those cities, new and old, which 
formed a most important part of his plan of 
settlement and defense. Al] this had to be done 
on his own responsibility, but would need the 
sanction of the Senate to be recognized as le- 
gally valid. When he returned home in 62 B. 
C. he expected that the Senate would give this 
sanction, especially as he had just disbanded his 
army, with which he might, if he had chosen, 
have enforced his claims. But the senatorial 
government was reduced to such a state of tm- 
becility that the majority would have nothing 
to do with Pompey’s invaluable work: they 
were jealous, they were lazy, and, above all, they 
were ignorant.
